Askold Island Making for 
Uisnri Bay.

Japanese Troops Are Advancing: To- 
ward Hasan in Northern Korea 
Threatening Russian Flauk.

8t Petcnburf , Marcli 7.— A eominn> 

nlcatlon from Viceroy Alexlefl to the 
czar from Mukden, bearing Sunday's 
date, laye: 

"I most hambly Inform your majesty 
that the eomiaandant at the fbrtrese 
•t Vtaulivostolc reports that at 8:30 
this morning seven vessela were sight- 
ed south of Askold Island, At 9; 45 
uey were seen to be yareblps makios 
tat Atkold island. Abont noon the 
enemy's aauadron wm midway be* 
tween the coast and Askold Island, 
malting for Ussurl bay. Tlioy were out 
of reach of the shore batteries. At 
li80 tbo enemy opened Are. Two ves- 
sels in the sQuadron were probably the 
iBnt class cruisers Idzum and Takumo, 
but the names of the other Tes.sels are 
unknown." 

Ofllclal (llspatdii s received liorc con- 
cerning the bombardment of Vladivo- 
stok by a Japanese fleet Sunday after- 
nora do not mention any Russian 
losses, but previous advices say that 
flvo wore Ivilled, four sailors and the 
wife of an engineer. It Is apparent 
the Japanese were afraid to risk ex- 
posing their ships to the plunging fire 
of the land batteries and it is consid- 
ered probable here that the attack was 
really for the purpose of drawing the 
fire of t!K> Russian forts, compelling 
the Russians to dlscloso the position 
and caliber of their guns and also for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether 
the Russian squadron is in port If 
Piis was the object of the Japaness It 
is believed to have failed signally, as 
the batteries did not fire a shot and 
If the squadron is in port It could not 
be seen from the Japanese position In 
the Bay of Useuri on socoont of the 
bigh land whlelh rises ttom the coast 
nn that side, obstruc&ng the Vlew^ot 
Ihe harbor. 

Advices from Vladivostok say that 
the 2,600 Japanese troops who landed 
Kt Plaksin bay (on the east coast of 
Northern Korea), are advancing to- 
«rard^Musan (218 miles from Oensan), 
with the Intention of ultimately reach- 
ing Hun Chun (on the left bank of the 
rumen river, about 100 miles west of 
Vladivostok), and threatening the Rus 
sian flank. In order to checkmate this 
move the Russian outposts, 1,600 
strong, which recently crossed the Tu 
[lien, is advancing to occupy Koyr 
>ong, on the Tumen river, a wailed 
city commanding the trails along 
which the Japanese must pass. 

The wife of a naval ofllcer gives a 
graphic account of the bombardment 
of Port Arthur, February 0, and the 
flight of women and children the next 
day. She was awakened In the middle 
of the night by the heavy reports of 
the guns and her first thought was that 
they were due to blasting operations 
at the dock yard, but when the guils 
of the fortress began to boom, she 
awoke the servants, who were terror- 
stricken. She then went out on the 
balcony and saw the searchlights 
wildly swirling. 

The officer's wife, with an Infant, 
look a train from Port Arthur In the 
morning and she describes the awful 
crush at the station and also at Dalny. 
where she learned of the fate of the 
Yarlag at Chemulpo. Oreat hardships 
were suffered by the travelers until 
they reached Irkutsk, 18 days later. 
The trains and stations were crowded 
and the woman found It impossible 
even to lajr her baby down <w the 
fleer ot the oar, wfaloh was eorered 
with baggage. She says that mothers 
fought to get food for their children. 

Dire<t through telegraph communi- 
cation la now established between 
Viceroy Alexieff's headiiuarters at 
Mukden and St Petersbarg. This Is 
believed to be the longest circuit In 
the world, being over 6,000 miles, 
whereas the direct communication be- 
tween Ixmdon and Teheran, a distance 
of only 5.000 miles, has hitherto been 
the longest. * 

London, March 7.— The correspond- 
ent of the Standard at Tlen-T%in gives 
a rumor that 30 Russian soldiers were 
caught In an attempt to escape from 
Port Arthur and that they were shot 
the aanie day. 

Diphtheria on Board a Training Ship. 

San Juan, P. R., March 7. — There are 
four new cases of diphtheria among 
the apprentices on the Ihilted States 

training ship Jtonongahela. There are 
17 cases now in the hospital.

The Rules of the Committee ef th* 
House May Kill It. 



Frankfort, Ky., March 7.— It is un- 
derstood that the senate bill known 
as the whisky rectifiers* bill will be 
choked to death In the house by par- 
llameotary regulations. For several 
sessions the committee on rules baa 
had absolute power during the last ten 
days ot the session to call np any bill 
It wlshad and have It v<oted on, exdu* 
slve of any other business that Indi- 
vidual members might desire to bring 
up. That rule was adopted again this 
session, and it is said m majority of 
.the committee oa rules is opposed to 
the rtettfleia' bill, and will therefore 
decline to call It up for passage. 

Speaker Bro^^Ti, who is ex-olBclo 
chairman of the rules committee, is 
out of town, so nothing Mthentic 
oottld be learned ahout tho prospects 
of the bill. It Is almost certain that 
the rules committee has not taken any 
action as to the bill, because It has not 
been asked to pass on the request to 
call it up. 

The bin provides for a tax of 60 
cents on every barrrt of rectified, 
blended or compounded whisky sold 
by the maker, and Is the bill out of 
which grow the charges of "graft" and 
"shake down" made by some unknown 
rectifier In Louisville against the leg- 
islature. The bill passed the senate 
almost unanimously and the house 
committee, to which It was referred, 
reported unanimously in favor of its 
passage. The rectifiers are making a 
strong fight ^against it. 

ONE MAN KILLED. 



Derrick Was Too Tall to Paas Through 
the Tunnsl. 

Richmond., Ky., March 7.— William 
Johnson, of 'this city, an employe of 
the L. A A. railroad, was Instantly 
killed Sunday in a wreck on that road 
at King's Tunnel, EetiU county, and 
James McCoy and William and Frank 
Frailer were seriously Injured. 

The wreck occurred In a manner 
unique in the history' of railroad disas- 
ters. The dead man and the injured 
were part of the crew of a work train, 
composed of fiat cars. The train was 
(iarrylng a derrick that was too tall 
to pass through the tunnel, but this 
was not known until the derrick had 
dislodged enough rocks and dirt to de- 
rail the train. Johnson, McCoy and 
Fra/.ler were buried under the tons of 
dcbrlH that was precipitated by the 
derrick. «■ 

The injured men were brought to 
the hospital in this city. 

Was Stabbed to Death. 

Morganfleld, Ky., March 7. — John 
Rlgsby, Charles Borup and Will Ir- 
ving went to a Mrs. Hellman's home 
in the suburbs, and while there some 
trouble arose, and the Hellman wom- 
an stabbed Irving Just over the heart. 
He died aliont 7 o'clock, and Mrs. lleil- 
man, Hl(?shy and Horup were placed 
under arrest. The woman acknowl- 
edges having done the cutting. 

The Coal Combine's Loss. 

Paducah,,Ky., March 7. — From a re- 
liable source It was learned that the 

loss on the river to the coal combine 
this winter was $189,800, including 54 
lioats loaded with coal and 5 barges. 
The most extensive single loss was 
suffered by the Sprague's tow, a few 
days ago near Memphis, the loss being 
reported to be 975,000.

Washington, March 7. — The plans of 
the senate maosf era contemplate keep- 
ing supply bills to tha front to the ex- 
diuion ei other buslnsss. Considera- 
tion of the naval bill will be resumed 
Monday and then the army appropria- 
tion bin will be taken It Is ex- 
pected that by that time the army bill 
shall have been disposed of, the bill 
making app(Oprlatlan tfft fortlflphtlons 
or that providing rands for tne Dis- 
trict of Colun^bla will be ready. An 
effort will be made to secure consid- 
eration ai the nomination of Brig. (Sen. 
liOonard Wood to be a major geperal 
during the week and If time is found 
for executive sessions this matter will 
be given precedence. Senator Fair- 
banks will have charge of the contest 
in favor of confirmation and Senators 
Scott and Blackburn, of the opposi- 
tion. 

If tlie <'ippropriati(m bills and the 
Wooil case do not consume the entire 
time. Senator Lodge's Philippine ship- 
ping bill will be further considered. 
Senator Beverldge will make another 
attempt Thursday next to pa.ss a num- 
ber of pending Alaskan bills. 

Postal affairs will occupy the atten- 
tion of the liouse for the better part 
of this week. Mr. Overstreet. chair- 
man of the committee on imst offices 
and post roads, will call up the j-.ost 
office appropriation bill and it is an- 
ticipated that several days at lea«t 
win be consumed in its disposition. 
The minority will oppose vigorously 
some features of the bill and will also 
urge a general investigation of post 
ollico affairs. 

The bill will be laid nsldo tcmporar- 
il\' Tuesday, as by six'cial agreement 
I>rivate claims bills, which gave way 
last week to the Indian appropriation 
bill, have been made the special order 
or that day. Before taking up the 
bill the post office committee will re- 
port tho Hay resolution requesting cer- 
tain Information regarding tho use of 
"Influence" by members of the house 
to secure Incresses of salary, etc., for 
postmasters. The committee will rec- 
ommend that this resolution be laid 
upon the table.

— Justice 
Pritchard overruled the motion of 
Samuel A. Oroff, one of the recently 
convicted defendants In the poet office 
trial, and sentenced him to two years 
in the Moundsville penitentiary and 
to pay a, fine of $10,000. 

Desecration of the American Flag. 

San Juan, P. R., March 3.— The 
house hia vnanlmonsly passed a bill 
recommended in a message from Gov. 
Hunt, the purpose of which Is to pre- 
vent the desecration of the United 
States flag and tho use of the black 
flag In Porto Rico. 

Secretary to Taft 

Washington, March 7. — Frederick S. 
Carpenter has been appointed private 
secretary to Secretary Taft. succeed- 
ing Merrill O. Chance, who has been 
appointed chief of the supply division 
of the post office department. 

Ex-Qov. Russell's Condition.

It Will Report to the Workers In Na- 
tional Convention — There May Be 
a Referendum Vote on Opera- 
tor's Compromise OfTSr. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 7 — The 
Joint conference between the coal min- 
ers and operators of the oentral com- 
petitive district adjourned without 
reaching an agreement as to the scale 
of wages for the year commencing 
April 1. This is the second time there 
has been a failure to agree. 

President Mitchell said Sunday night 
the situation b9tween the minors and 
operators ol the central Cfimp«tlUve 
district had not changed since the td^ 
journment of tho Joint conference Sat* 
urday night. 

"Tho special committee." said he, 
"which was appointed Saturday by the 
miners' organization to consider the 
situation met this morning and ap- 
pointed a BUb-oommlttee to frame a 
formal statement of the position 
which the Uniteil Mine Workers will 
now take. This ^nii « ■ inmittoe is at 
work and will Monday morning report 
to the foil committee, whioh win Sub- 
mit its report to the miners In nation- 
al convention at 9 o'clock. It will 
then be for tho convt'iition to ratify 
or reject the rei)ort of the committee." 

"Will It be possible to submit the 
flnal settlement of the question as to 
the acceptance of the operators* com- 
promise proposition to a referendum 
vote of the locals in the district?" Mr. 
-Mitclioll was asked. 

"I don't know," replied Mr. Mitchell. 
"That will be determined later. ' 

There was a conference Sunday be- 
tween F. L. Robblns, leader of the 0B> 
eratora, and President Mit/hell, Nei- 
ther would say what if anything was 
accomplished toward a re«i>eiiia« of 
negotiations. Later in the day Presi- 
dent Mitchell and many other leaders 
of the minora were in secret consulta- 
tion.

United Mine 
Workers of the Central Pennsylvania 
bituminous field, has iinaniniously 
adopted a resolution irisistiiiK on the 
eontiniianee of tltl cents a ton for pick 
mining, b'J cents a ton for machine 
mining, an increase of 40 per cent, 
over the old rate, and an increase for 
drivers and day laborers. The annual 
district convention will be held hsre 
next week. The delegates have been 
Instructed to resist any reduction even 
to the point of striking. The Central 
Pennsylvania delegates led tho fli^t 
for no reduction at the Indianapolis 
convention.
